TIP TOP CANNERY 
AT OTTERVILLE BURNS 


Company officials ang firemen 
worked on Monday to definitely deter- 
mine the extent of the loss at the 
plant of Tip Top Canners, Ltd., at 
Otterville, swept by fire on Sunday 
night. Estimates of damage ranged 
between $60,000 and $200,000. About 
250 employees of tae plant were job- 
less as a result. Firefighters from 
Tilsonburg and Delhi came to the vill- 
age 30 miles southeast of London, to 
help combat the flames, which de- 
stroyed all the processing machinery 
in the plant and all the stock, totail- 
ing about 100,000 cans of vegetables. 
The office building and several small. 
er structures were saved, as five lines 
of hose were used to concentrate wa- 
ter on the fire to prevent its spread. 

The fire started in the boiler room, 
of a cause still unknown. Flames 
were discovered by an employee wao 
turned in the alarm about 7.45 p.m. 
More than 5,000 persons gathered 
from the district to watch the fire, 
which was visible from Tilsonburg, 
ten miles away. 

The company had contracted to 
process 750 acres of peas but less 
than one-half of the heavy crop had 
been ‘handled. The plant, employing 
250 persons, nad been operating 15 
hours a day for the past week.

WORK ANTHRACITE 
COAL MINES 
About 40,000 coolies are employed 
in the anthracite coal industry in 
French Indo-China, their average 
daily wage being about 25 cents in 
the currency of that country. The 
average cost of production is estimat- 
ed at 40 to 50 French francs, equiv- 
alent to $2.64 and $3.31, respectively, 
in Canadian money at the current 
rate of exchange. Two distinct me- 
thods of mining are in operation, the 
open cut and the underground. When 
the thickness of the overburden is not 
excessive in proportion to the thick- 
ness of the coal seam, the open cut 
method is used. The coal is dug by 
hand and the overburden removed by 
steam and electric shovels. Under- 
ground mining is used where coal 
seams do not justify tae open cut 
method.
